SKMISuLE  WAR. 

Mr.  Downing  here  observed,  that  Governor  Eaton  bod 
afterwards  been  osltauted  of  ihal  letter,  and  retracted  the 
opinions  it  contained,  and  that  legislative  action  had  sub- 
sequently been  had  with  regard  lo  it.  He  said  that  be 
bad  never  known  a man  from  the  North  lo  come  into 
Florida  that  was  nol  an  Indian  philanthropist,  and  lie 
had  never  known  any  one  to  leave  that  Territory  w ho 
continued  to  be  such,  lie  had  himself  been  once  in  the 
same  situatiou,  and  he  would  now  venture  lo  say.  that,  let 
liiin  carry  lira  strongest  advocate  of  the  Indians  in  this 
House  into  Florida,  and  make  him  their  neighbor  for  a 
little  while,  and  when  twenty  or  thirty  uf  their  cattle 
bad  been  stolen,  all  their  Indian  sympathy  would  vanish 
in  a moment.  i 

Mr.  Wise  said  that  he  cored  not  fin  the  sickly  sym- 
pathies") which  the  gentleman' alluded  He  was  now 
speaking,  nol  about  men's  individual  feelings,  but  on 
affairs  of  a public  «v«t  national'  character,  on  the  opera 
lions  of  the  War  Department.  I have  shown  that  Gov. 
Eaton  argut-d  against  the  good  faith  of  that  treaty,  nn 
the  policy  of  its  execution,  and  gave  timely  warning  to 
the  Government  that  the  steps  they  were  taking  were 
wrong  Why  should  lie  ever  have  retracted  these  opi- 
ft  ions,  and  how  did  it  come  to  pass  ? Now,  il  does  so  hap- 
pen that  1 know  all  about  that  retraction,  and  I know  this 
because  all  the  papers  and  correspondence  in  the  War 
Department  in  relation  lo  this  whole  subject  were  confi- 
dentially communicated  lo  me  by  Gov.  Cass.  I intro- 
duced into  this  I louse  a resolution  calling  for  information 
which  was  adopted;  and  Ihe  next  day  a messenger  from  the 
Department  came  lu  me  lo  know  what  papers  I wanted. 

1 answered,  all;  send  me  all;  and  1 got  the  whole.  I 
never  permitted  my  self  to  regard  these  papers  for  one 
moment  ns  confidential.  They  were  the  rrgulai  files  n! 
the  Department,  officially  communicated  on  a pul.be  call, 
and  among  them  I found  a clue  to  this  retraction  of  Go- 
vernor Eaton.  As  to  the  letter  itself,  it  proved  tu  be  I 
prophecy.  Had  it  been  given  by  inspiration,  it  could 
n"l  have  proved  more  correct.  Every  prediction  il  con- 
tained was  fulfilled  lo  the  leller  Hostilities  did  break 
out  as  lie  bad  predicted  they  would  rand  there  was  no  force 
present  in  the  Territory  to  oveiawe  the  enemy.  But, 
alter  every  line  ond  letter  of  this  communication  had 
thus  been  sealed  by  fact,  circumstances  afterwards  arose 
which  rendered  il’the  interest  uf  lliissamc  Mr.  Eaton  to 
look  out  for  nn  excuse  for  having  written  such  a letter 
Letters  passed  between  him  and  Mr.  Secretary  Cass,  in 
which  Mr.  Eaton  was  told  that  it  would  never  do  "i  have 
the  People  of  Hie  United  Stales  know  that  such  a letter 
as  Ibis  bad  Iraen  written,  and  that  yet  nn  steps  bad  been 
taken  by  the  Secretary,  and  hence  the  retraction  of  which 
that  gentleman  speaks.  I know  of  what  I speak,  mol 
Ihe  files  of  Ihe  War  Department,  if  they  hate  not  orm 
ROBBED,  will  prove  ils  truth.  [Mr.  Wise  here  proceeded 
"I  read  various  other  letters  and  document*,  addressed  to 
the  War  Department,  confirming  the  opinion  expressed 
by  Gov.  Eaton  ] 

So  the  House  will  sec  that  Governor  Ealnn  is  not 
alone  to  be  hissed  at.  There  are  the  orders  of  the  De- 
partment; here  is  the  warning.  Every  body  knows  tbc 
result. 

The  Seminole  treaty  was  made  in  1532.  II  was  not 
ratified  till  loll-l.aiid  the  Seminoles  and  Mickasukies 
never  did  agree  "■  it.  Instead  iff  pursuing  the  advice  , 
given  ill  these  letters,  Wiley  Thompson, -the  Indian  ] 
agent,  laid  bands  upon  Oceuls,  and  bound  him  fast  In  a 
log  until  lie  should  consent  to  bring  in  his  Indians  lo 
give  their  assent,  and  a list  of  the  Micknsuhies,  roulain- 
ing  details  of  the  names  of  the  men  and  women,  wiili 
their  children,  were  delivered  lo  him  for  Ural  purpose. 
Thus  coerced,  lie  did  bring  them  in.  and  obtained  a cer- 
tificate from  Thompson  that  lie  had  fully  complied  wHh 
his  engagement.  He  then  returned  to  his  People,  and 
the  next  day  Thompson  died  with  19  balls  through  his 
Lody. 

Before  the  late  srizure  nf  their  chiefs  by  Hernandez,  an 
pacific  were  Ibe  feelings  and  inlcntions  of  Ibe  Indians, 
that  when  the  U.  Slates'  soldiers  were  found  by  them 

wandering  in  Ibe  woods,  having  Inst  their  way,  the  In- 
dians sent  them  in  with  guides  to  their  own  camp.  IT  u 
be  said  that  Ocenla,  in  person, slew  Thompson,  I answer 
Hint  Ihal  chief,  ranee  his  capture,  has  said  that  lie  defies 
the  proof  lliat  he  has  ever  been  guilty  of  massacre  or 
murder.  He  admits  that  lie  killed  Thompson, but  avers 
that  he  did  it  us  an  open  declaration  of  war.  lie  de- 
clares that  lie  will  have  nothing  to  say  to  Gen.  Jeuup; 
all  lie  asks  and  desires  is,  Ihal  lie  may  be  sent  ">  Ins 
•‘Great  Father,"  (to  be  sure,  there  is  something  ludicrous 
in  the  application  by  such  a chief  nf  that  phrase  In  our 
President,)  and  that  lie  mav  have  an  opportunity  t.r  tell- 
ing to  Ihe  children  of  his  Great  Father  the  grounds  and 
causes  ol  this  war.  I say  bring  him  here.  Let  us  hear 
Ins  story.  Wc  hive  heard  of  Ins  battles,  let  ns  now  hear 
from  him  the  history  of  Ins  wiungs.  Indian  or  white 
man,  I cannot  but  say  that  be  excites  my  wonder  and 
admiration.  This  nation  and  its  army  are  bound  to  ac- 
cord b in  praise  for  his  great  qualifies  and  achievements, 
and  if  he  is  nol  lo  be  believed  because  lie  is  an  Indian, 

I can  point  lo  while  witnesses  who  will  confirm  his  tes- 

* "why,  then,  tlmuhl  Ibis  war  bo  carried  on  in  treach- 
ery, and  a!  such  a boundless  cost  ? Why  shall  we  hunt 
dow  n at  the  point  ol  the  bayonet  a people  who  bare 
forced  us  lo  respect  them ; a people  wlm  declare  that 
they  desire  peace,  but  date  nol  meet  your  Generals  lo 
propose  it.  for  fi-ar  of  treachery  and  murder?  As  to  thr 
people  of  Florida,  whenever  their  delegate  shall  mine 
here,  and  ask  that  they  be  admitted  as  a State,  I pledge 
to  him  that  lie  shall  have  my  aid,  but  I beseech  him 
not  lo  persist  in  driving  these  Indians  inlo  the  sea.— 
Why  may  they  not  be  suffered  m remain  on  the  soil 
as  their  brethren  have  remained  in  Virginia  ? The 
remnant  of  the  Painunkir*  are  now  in  that  Common 
wealth, aud  to  ibis  day  they  continue  regularly  to  bring 
in  their  pairs  of  wild  ducks  as  tribute  lo  secure  the  te- 
nure of  their  land.  Let  these  Indians  alone,  and  they 
„ ill  gradually  melt  away  and  disappear  before  the  white 
population.  But  if  yu  insist  on  driving  them  away, 
what  is  lo  become  «•!  them.  I l»c  Iridnn  jmlipy  of  Gen 
Jackson  is  now  goin?  into  effect.  You  have  carried 
tribe  alter  tribe  over  tbe  Misswaippi.  and  concentrated 
than  in  vast  numbers,  with  all  their  feeling*  and  re- 
sell finenis  burning  in  thrir  bosoms,  on  Hie  frontiers  nr 
Arkansas  and  Missouri.  Behind  them  are  the  1 awnees 
and  Hie  savage  Camanclies.  All  they  have  to  do  is  to 
catch  wild  liuisos  from  the  vast  herds  un  the  prairies, and 
lo  make  a dash  into  your  settlement  without  a moment  s 
warnin'',  anil,  before  you  can  gel  your  troops  in  motion, 
to  retire  beyond  your  reach;  and  how  can  yon  prevent 
;,)  As  lo  uruvisions,  they  have  Hie  innumerable  herds 
of  buffalo;  and  wlial,  1 ask,  will  be  the  end  of  al!  this? 
How  many  thousand*  of  troops  must  you  embody  into 
a standing  army  to  protect  you  from  this  tremendous 
power?  Already  you  bear  a voice  from  the  Seminoles. 
Already  you  have  more  than  one  Oceola  beyond  the 
Mississippi;  and  believe  it,  Ibe  day  is  coming  when  you 
will  sec  the  policy  of  the  immortal  Tecumsch  carried  inlo 
complete  effect,  and  all  these  Iribes  united  as  one  man. 
Nay  the  Government  is  carrying  it  out  fur  them.  It  is 
forcing  them  to  remain  al  peace  with  each  oilier,  while, 
al  Uic'saine  time,  it  is  putting  arms  inlo  their  bands  — 
Be  assured  that  their  lung  debt  of  vengeance  will  one 
day  be  paid  lo  lira  lull.  In  the  meanwhile,  I, for  one, 
will  never  voteanulber  dollar  lo  carry  on  this  war.  unless 
1 have  some  stronger  demonslralion  of  its  necessity. 

Mr.  Cillcv,  of  Maine,  said  lie  had  risen  to  say  but  a 
few  words  on  Hie  question  under  discussion,  as  bill  very 
few  could  be  necessary  after  the  very  able  manner  in 
which  the  bill  had  been  supported  befure  the  cmnmillee, 
by  the  Delegate  from  Florida.  But  lie  was  impelled 
lo  say  something  when  he  beard  the  American  citizen 
held  up  io  the  world  in  iho  light  or  a savage,  and  the 
barbarous  and  cruel  Indians  of  the  Southwest  described 
as  heroes  and  martyrs.  The  committee  had.  been  asked 
in  tones  of  sympathetic  feeling  for  tbe  Seminoles,  what 
was  to  become  of  tbe  poor  Indians?  God  knows, 
said  Mr.  Gilley;  but  it  was  a more  important  question 
for  him  to  consider,  what  was  to  become  of  tlic  poor 
whiles?  He  knew  something  of  the  Indian  character, 
from  a perusal  of  the  history  nf  those  who  formerly  in- 
habited Ihe  North.  When  the  cattle  of  his  people  had 

been  driven  off,  their  houses  burnt  to  tbc  ground,  and 
their  wives  and  children  savagely  slaughtered,  Ins 
fathers  and  the  fathers  of  his  people  had  hunted  them  to 
llie  wilderness,  and  pursued  tlicui  even  lo  exlermina* 
lion.  This  svmpathy  lor  the  dark  red  man,  seemed  to 
Mr.  Cillev  to' be  akin  to  that  expressed  in  some  quarters 
for  the  man  r.f  a yet  darker  hue.  Tbe  gentlemen  Horn 
Virginia  bad  dwell  on  the  peliy  details  of  the  war  with 
animadversion;  but  he  would  ask,  Is  there  nol  a war? 
That  was  the  main,  and  the  most  momentous  question. 
And  when  our  common  mother  calls  upon  us  lo  defend 
her  araainsl  Ibe  hostile  invasions  of  a savage  Toe,  shall 
we  not  rail v at  her  call,  and  at  the  call  of  those  who 
have  been,  aud  still  are,  fighting  for  their  native  soil? 

Mr.  Cillev  asked  gentlemen  to  examine  the  origin 
and  causes  of  this  war— tbe  mode  in  which  it  has  been 
carried  on— and  see  what  fault  can  be  found  to  allege 
against  either.  He  conceded  that  the  humane  but  mis 
taken  policy  of  General  Jesup  bad  cost  the  country 
millions.  He  (Mr.  C ) had  ever  said,  and  now  repeat, 
ed  that,  had  he  been  in  that  officers  place,  when  st 
Tainpa,  and  had  got  hts  hands  upon  those  Seminole 


chiefs,  he  would  have  hanged  them  nil,  and  never 
have  permitted  them  to  escape  to  their  swamps  again.— 
Hut  wlial  has  become  ond  is  lo  become  of  “the  pour 
Indians?"  Ilo  repealed  that  he  could  not  say:  il  was 
for  his  own  species  that  he  felt  more  apprehension  and 
anxiety.  As  to  the  Indians,  it  would  still  be  os  il  hod 
been  fur  centuries  past,  that  they  must  disappear  before 
llie  face  of  the  whiles.  If  they  shall,  indeed,  become 
like  the  whites,  and  plant, ond  cultivate  llieir  farms,  and 
become,  in  every  respect,  good  and  quiet  citizens,  then 
would  he,  as  there  had  been,  and  now  was,  no  one 
upon  that  floor  who  would  desire  to  molest  them.  As 
to  John  Ross,  xi  ho  had  beensoofu-n  alluded  to  by  differ- 
ent gentlemen,  he  did  not  know  ihe  man  personally:  a 
while  man  had  been  pointed  out  lo  him  ns  an  Indian— 
perhaps  that  was  he— and  perhaps  il  was  a part  of  his 
policy  to  hold  up,  for  selfish  purposes,  this  idea  to  the 
Cherokees  that  they  were  being  wronged  by  this  Go- 
vernment. Mr.  C hoped  gentlemen  would  read  the 
early  history  uf  their  dwn  Stales,  befuie  they  loo  warmly 
interested  then  sensibilities  in  the  condition  of  other 
Stales ; they  had  better  peruse  tbe  early  history  of 
Maine,  and  Massachusetts,  and  Vermont;  and  they 
would  find  that,  in  order  lo  carry  out  llieir  own  doctrine 
wilh  consislency,  they  must  resign  all  the  soil  they  now 
possess.  They  would  ihere  read  the  policy  of  llieir  fa- 
thers towards  the  red  men ; and  how  they  tracked  him 
through  the  winter  snows  to  bis  wigwam  among  the  hills, 
and  slaughtered  him  on  iL*  threshold.  They  will  see 
that  it  lias  ever  been  a principle  of  this  country's  history 
that  these  two  current*  could  not  run  together,  but  that 
the  weaker  must  give  way  lo  the  stronger. 

Mr.  C.  was  in  liivor  of  the  proposed  appropriation,  to 
psy  Ihe  men  who  hud  been  bravely  fighting  for  llieir 
fire-sides  and  tlicir  homes,  in  the  defence  nf  the  fron- 
tier against  these  merciless  savages ; and  lie  recom- 
mended to  such  gentlemen  as  wished  lu  attack  the 
policy  of  the  Administration,  lo  seek  some  oilier  and 
more  appropriate  subject  upon  which  to  base  their  de- 
nunciations. 

Mr.  Thompson  of  S.  C.  deeply  regretted  that  such  a 
discussion  had  arisen  al  this  time,  and  upon  this  subject, 
lie  should  but  inadequately  express  his  feelings,  did  he 
siy  that  he  had  listened  w:illi  deep  pain  lo  all  that  had 
been  said  hy  the  gentleman  from  Virginia  upon  Ibis 
question.  'I  lie  first  relief,  lie  would  say,  he  had  fell, 
come  from  a quarter  where  il  was  least  expected.  Il 
had  cniue  from  the  cold  North,  and  bail  fallen  upon  hits 
senses  “like  llie  sweet  South  " And  this  was  a tribute 
which,  lie  contended,  was  due  from  every  Soulliern  man 
to  the  el  "I'Jcnt  member  Irum  Matuc,  who  had  just  sat 
down. 

Wlial  has  hc*an  giinci),  asked  Mr.  T , by  Ibis  discus- 
siunr  He  did  mil  doubt  that  the  gentleman  from  Virgi- 
nia could  show,  nn  lie  proposes  to  do,  Hint  great  abuses 
have  marked  Ihe  conduct  of  these  campaigns,  nn  the  part 
of  llie  Administration.  Could  he  not,  tins  would,  indeed, 
be  the  une  bright  spot  on  the  page  of  this  Administra- 
tion's history.  But  that  there  had  been  no  treaty  made 
with  the  Seminoles,  and  that  no  adequate  cause  existed 
for  tlio  war,  was  mil  so  susceptible  of  proof,  in  his  opi 
nion.  But  if  it  were,  il  certainly  is  n»t  lo  Ira  mail, tuned 
Ihal,  in  the  present  posture  of  affairs,  it  is  not  proper  lo 
make  tins  appropriation,  and  thus  'n  remunerate  and  lo 
sustain  the  • hivalry  of  lira  country  in  this  fearful  contest. 
Tins  hill  proposes  to  provide  meat  an  si  bread  for  llie  most 
gallant,  brave,  and  chivalrous  hand  of  men  that  ever  en- 
dured privation  and  encountered  danger  in  defence  of 
their  country.  He  kucxv  many  of  them,  and  could  bear 
tins  personal  testimony  to  llieir  character  : u more  patri- 
otic and  chivalrous  baud  never  rallied  under  any  banner. 
And  wlial  hail  been  llieir  reward  ? 

And  here  Mr.  T.  related  nn  anecdote  of  a Tennessee 
volunteer,  who  was  returning  from  Hie  scene  of  these 
campaign,  in  the  stage  co  icli  in  company  wilh  a South 
Carolina  boy  returning  from  school.  The  Tennesseean 
was  perfectly  destitute  nf  money,  a fact  which  the  saga- 
city of  the  boy  enabled  him  to  discover,  nn  his  arrival, 
to  Ins  father,  who  forced  upon  llie  impoverished,  but  high 
minded  volunteer  enough  to  enable  him  to  reach  his 
Inline  And  this  is  a specimen  of  Hie  necessity  which 
calls  fur  the  passage  of  this  appropriation  hy  this  House. 

As  to  llie  title  which  the  Indians  are  claimed  to  hold 
in  Hie  soil,  Mr  T.  dented  the  existence  of  any  such  ti- 
tle. Whether  in  the  North,  Ihe  South,  the  East,  or  the 
West,  but  one  principle  lias  ever  prevailed,  whenever 
the  whites  have  come  into  contact  wilh  the  red  man — 
that  principle  was  that  it  waa  discovery  which  gave  a 
tide  to  the  soil;  and  it  was  fallacious  to  reason  that  the 
Indian  has  any  claim  to  Ihe  ownership  of  Ihe  forests 
over  which  he  roams  It  was  a morbid  sensibility, 
which  seemed  noxv  "•  he  pervading  the  land,  ripping  lip 
every  Hung  established,  and  cmisuleiing  nothing  a*  es- 
tablished; and  l.e  viewed  this  sympathy  for  the  Indians 
of  lira  Sl-.uth  and  South-west  l"  be  of  lliat  Cast. 

Mr.  Wise  In-re  ro-e,  and  said  lhat  lie  bad  expressed 
no  such  morbid  sympathy,  lus  seii.ihililies  were  those 
of  an  American  citizen  jealous  of  Hie  honor  of  his  coun- 
trv. 

Mr.  Thompson  resumed,  and  said  lhat  lie  must  never- 
theless consider  such  sensibility  morbid,  as  demonstrated 
in  the  present  instance.  The  principle  had  been  clearly 
settled,  lie  contended,  that  llie  discoverers  of  a country 
inhabited  hy  savag’-s  bad  thereby  a title  to  that  country; 
and  as  wet!  might  lira  butlaloes  of  llie  wilderness  claim 
to  own  Hie  forests  over  which  they  roam,  as  these  xvsn- 
dering  tribes  of  Indians. 

Other  subjects  bad  been  introduced  inlo  Ibis  debate, 
(said  Mr.  T ) to  which,  as  an  American  citizen,  ami  as  a 
representative  upon  lhat  floor,  as  well  ns  in  considera- 
tion of  Ins  peculiar  personal  relations,  Ira  desired  briefly 
lo  reply. 

Much  bad  been  said  as  to  the  causes  of  this  xvar  in 
Florida  Ac  lo  the  mismanagement  of  the  Administra- 
tion in  ibis  matter,  he  bad  no  word  of  apology  lu  utter; 
believing,  ns  lie  did,  (but  there  was  no  Department  of 
the  Government  in  which  there  was  not  mismanage- 
ment. Bat  as  to  the  gallant  men  who  had  been  engaged 
in  these  campaigns,  be  bad  something  to  say,  and  much 
deserved  tu  be  said.  When  General  Scott  first  developed 
bis  plan  fur  llie  conduct  of  these  campaigns,  it  w as  look- 
ed upon  as  absurd  and  ridiculous;  yet  tbe  event  bad 
proved,  and  was  daily  proving  il  the  most  wise  and  fea- 
sible which  had  ever  been  proposed.  It  is  easy  fur  men 
to  sit  by  tl.eir  firesides  and  judge,  and  criticize,  and  con- 
demn lire  conduct  of  campaigns  in  the  distant  field.  But 
the  gallant  officer's  predictions  are  realized,  an-1  llie 
plans  he  suggested  are  now  discovered  lo  be  lira  only 
ones  upon  which  this  war  can  be  carried  on  with  any 
prospect  of  success. 

Here  Mr.  T passed  a high  eulogium  on  Major-Gene- 
ral Winfield  Scull,  and  went  on  to  say  that  il  was  that 
officer's  opinion,  as  well  as  that  of  many  others  connect- 
ed wilh  the  army,  that  less  than  20,1)00  men  would  never 
be  able  lo  terminate  that  xvar.  Mr  T.  adverting  to  the 
sympathies  at  the  North  for  the  Indians,  said  he  could 
nol  shut  Ins  eyes  lo  lira  fact  that  it  arose  from  a hatred 
lo  llieir  own  race.  With  hearts  as  black  as  the  skin  of 
the  Ethiopians,  they  also  make  llieir  friends,  said  lie; 
they  are  making  war  on  the  while  race  al  llie  Smith. — 
lie  expressed  his  strong  disapprobation  and  unmeasured 
condemnation  of  what  he  regarded  ns  the  dishonorable 
capiure  of  Oceola,  offering,  as  it  did,  Hie  first  instance 
in  Hie  history  of  this  country,  where  an  American  offi- 
cer had  refused  lo  respect  a flag  of  truce. 

Mr  Wise  expressed  his  surprise  that  Mr.  Thompson 
should  have  gone  out  of  his  way,  on  Hu*  occasion,  lo 
attack  lira  North,  while  replying  lo  hi*  remarks  No 
Northern  man.  as  yet,  had  given  his  sentiments  upon  the 
question  noxv  before  the  committee.  He  claimed  lo  be  a 
Soulliern  mao,  wilh  all  the  feelings,  interests,  and  de- 
sires of  a Southern  man;  and  he  bad  maintained  South- 
ern rights  and  interests  at  limes  when  some,  now  so  po- 
litic and  sensitive  on  these  points,  lent  no  aid  of  theirs 
in  tbe  contest. 

Mr.  Thompson  disclaimed  all  intention  of  implicating 
the  gentleman  from  Virginia  in  lira  allusions  Ira  bad 
unde  lo  the  wars  of  those  al  lira  Noilh,  lo  whom  Ira  had 
allribuled  enmity  to  lira  South  os  lira  secret  cause  ol  so 
much  sympathy  and  sensibiliiy.  lie  then  went  on  to 
argue  lhat  the  presentcontest  ought  not  to  be  abandoned 
until  the  Seminoles  were  prostrated  at  the  feel  of  this 
Government.  Suppose  Oceola,  at  the  head  of  his  tribe, 
be  sent  lo  the  Northwest;  they  would  go  there,  flushed 
wilh  recent  repeated  victories,  and  exulting  Ihere,  as 
that  chief  had  been  described  as  doing  in  lus  prison,  that 
so  many  armies  had  failed  to  conquer  him.  And  it 
would  turn  out  that  some  future  HyderAlly  should  unite 
those  warlike  tribe*  upon  our  Northwestern  frontier,  and 
burst  nut  into  one  general  and  terrific  attack  upon  our 

Mr.  Everett  expressed  his  regret  that  any  debate 
should  have  arisen  nil  this  subject  at  this  tune:  the  more 
so  because  he  had  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  House 
cud  the  country  would  be' perfectly  satisfied  wilh  the  res- 
ponse of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  Mr.  E.'s  resolution 
on  tbe  topics  adverted  to  in  this  discussion.  This  was 
in  relation  to  the  capiure  of  Oceola. 

Another  subject  upon  which  he  wished  lo  ma*e  a re- 
mark or  two  xv as  a inure  painful  one,  viz  : in  reference 
lo  the  capture  of  Sam  Jones  and  lus  companions.  :»lr. 
E.  had  every  reason  to  know  that  Hiese  men  came  in 
under  the  most  sacred  pledges,  and  that  it  was  sviUnhe 
greatest  difficulty  the  Cherokee  delegation  could  induce 
them  income  in:  and  when  they  did,  w,  hat  was  Gen. 
J,- sop's  first  preposition?  Why,  as  preliminary  to  any 
negotiation,  that  those  people  should  bring  in  the.r  w.ves, 
and  children;  and  what  was  Sam  Jones  s answer  r- 


Why,  that  lie  never  heard  r.f  such  a preliminary  to  a 
treaty  as  that  of  surrendering  the  children  and  arms,  and 
that  h - e -uld  nol  assent  to  it. 

After  some  further  remaiJ|^Mr.  E.  avowed  himself 
unwilling  lo  carry  on  this  xvlH}  longer,  though  lie  was 
not  for  yielding.  He  wiclied”acificotnry  course  lo  be 
tried,  lie  would  arin  the  Executive  with  authority  and 
approprialions  to  enable  him  to  adopt  a course  which 
bould  terminate  it  pacifically. 

[Mr.  Everett,  oxving  to  the  noise  in  the  hall,  and  lira 
distance  at  which  lie  stood  from  our  reporter,  xvas  inau- 
dible the  greater  part  of  the  time  during  which  iie  oc- 
cupied lira  floor.  The  above  is  believed,  hoxvcver,  to  be 
lira  substance  of  bis  remarks  ] 

Mr.  Haynes  said,  xvilbout  intending  to  answer,  or  at- 
tempting to  reconcile,  the  mistaken  opinions  he  had 
beard, and  many  of  which  Ira  had  regretted  to  hear,  he 
bad  risen  solely  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  back  the 
committee  lo  the  question  before  it.  Some  weeks  ago 
the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  reported  a bill  to 
cover  the  tvhole  sum  necessary  for  the  current  year. 

Since  that  hill  was  reported,  the  committee  had  been 
colled  upon  or  notified  hy  the  War  Department  lhat 
drafts  were  lying  over  for  services  already  performed, 
and  supplies  already  furnished,  aud  there  xvas  no  money 
to  meet  them  Upon  this  reptesenlallon  the  Committee 
of  Ways  and  Means  had  come  lo  the  House  und  asked 
a suspension  of  its  rules,  lor  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  propriety  of  making  a partial  appropriation  for  the 
suppression  of  Indian  hostilities  Now,  neither  ihe  Com- 
mittee, nor,  ns  Mr.  11.  believed,  had  any  other  friend  of 
the  Administration,  tvho  proposed  to  support  this  bill, 
designed  taking  the  House  by  surprise.  The  very  do- 
cument read  at  the  Clerk's  table,  gave  lo  llie  House  the 
information  that  this  partial  appropriation  xvas  asked  for 
under  extraordinary  circumstances;  and  it  xvas  equally 
well  known  Hint  the  hill  covering  the  whole  sum  estima- 
ted for  the  service  by  the  Secretary  of  war  then  remain- 
ed untouched,  for  as  general,  I. lieral,  violent  discuBsiun 
as  gentlemen  pleased.  Why,  then,  should  so  many  ir- 
relevant topic*  he  brought  in  now,  of  national  honor, 
the  validity  of  the  treaty,  the  conduct  of  the  xvar,  tho 
treatment  uf  the  Indians,  the  conduct  of  the  Cherokee 
delegation,  nr  any  thing  else?  The  stale  of  the  case 
called  upon  them  lo  a.-t  piompily;  it  asked  litem  for  an 
appropriation  under  circumstances  nf  great  stress  upon 
the  Department  of  War;  and  he  did  hope,  under  these 
consideration.*,  and  with  feelings  as  strong  upon  some 
ol  the  topics  introduced  to  day  as  any  other  man,  and 
as  willing,  if  not  as  able,  to  discus*  them;  lie  implored 
Ihe  committee  to  report  Ibis  hill,  and  take  a future  oc- 
casion, when  the  general  kill  was  brought  up,  to  enter 
upon  lira  general  debate. 

Mr.  Hulsey  of  Georgia  here  moved  that  the  committee 
rise,  and  report  the  bill  to  the  House. 

Mr.  Bell  wished  tu  make  a fexv  observations  before 
this  should  be  done.  He  adverted  to  the  remarks  made 
by  him  this  morning  in  favor  of  Hm  bill,  and  wished  the 
House  lo  hear  them  in  mind,  for  he  xvas  opposed  to  tbo 
course  of  bis  friend  from  Virginia.  And  lie  called  upon 
lira  gentleman  from  Florida  to  retract  the  charge  he  had 
made,  that  the  House  lia.l  been  opposed  to  making  ap- 
propriations for  Ibis  object  heretofore.  This  House,  he 
contended,  had  granted  enormous  stuns  of  money,  almost 
with  no  consideration  whatever,  upon  the  first  prest-u- 
tatinn  of  the  bills  demanding  them,  from  tbe  Committee 
of  Wuy*  und  Means,  without  even  llm  proper  estimates 
upon  which  In  ground  the  necessity  for  I hose  appropria- 
tions. And  all  this  because  lira  frontier  bad  been  in 
flames,  and  the  people  on  lhat  frontier  ill  danger  and  dis- 
tress. This  argument  had  ever  been, and  was  even  now 
still  used,  in  this  Ihird  year  of  those  disastrous  cam- 
paigns. Now,  while  lie  was  willing  to  continue  lo  vole 
fur  all  necessary  and  proper  appropriations,  lie  xvas  of 
opinion  that  such  an  investigation  should  be  made  ns 
would  satisfy  this  House  aud  llie  country  as  to  the  mode 
in  which  so  many  millions  have  been  expended.  Ho 
thought  that  the  burden  of  defending  this  Administra- 
tion in  ils  policy  tmvards  the  Seminoles  xvould  be  found 
to  lie  rather  more  than  lira  gentleman  from  Florida,  acute 
and  able  as  lie  xvas,  could  sustain. 

Mr.  B here  alluded  pointedly  to  the  triumph  with 
which  the  chairman  of  lira  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means  was  wool  to  hand  aver  gentlemen  in  opposition 
who  oppose  hi*  measures  to  other*  or  tlrair  parly  upon 
that  floor,  who  take  sides  upon  those  questions  with  the 
Administration  leaders,  lie  asked  if  such  tactic*  were 
tu inly  aud  parliamentary  ; and  if  the  chairman  of  lira 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  ought  not  to  be  ashamed 
uf  pursuing  a course  like  lhat?  Ought  Ira  nut  to  stand 
firxvard  himself,  and  defend  his  own  measures,  if  they 
be  defensible?  Mr.  B.  then  made  some  strictures  upon 
a letter  from  lira  Washington  correspondent  of  lira  Rich- 
mond Enquirer,  in  relation  to  bis  own  opinions  and 
course  upon  this  subject,  which  lie  pionuunced  to  be  an 
unfounded,  false,  and  malicious  blunder.  After  xvliich, 
he  remarked,  in  reply  to  wlial  had  fallen  from  the  Dele- 
gale  from  Florida,  lhat  no  army  uf  3,1  WO  men  was  better 
f„r  the  Seminole  campaign  than  an  army  of  10,1100,  in- 
asmuch as  llray  could  he  better  subsisted  and  more  easily 
wielded.  Ami  such  was  the  opinion  entertained  by  dis- 
tinguished officers  and  men  of  the  most  military  expe- 
rience. He  contended  that  the  Indians  xvould  nol  meet 
the  whites  in  the  field  unless  at  advantage;  thus  large 
armies  were  useless,  while  the  battle  was  lo  be  fought 
by  small  detachments  of  our  troops,  and  al  seeming  dis- 
advantage. 

Mr.  Robertson  bad  not  risen  to  go  into  the  merits  of 
lira  subject,  but  lo  ask  of  llie  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  Ways  and  Means  for  the  estimates  upon  which 
this  appropriation  xvas  demanded,  and  Ihe  particular 
purposes  to  which  it  was  proposed  to  devote  it.  Wliilo 
up.  he  would  allude  briefly  to  Hie  r>  marks  that  had 
fallen  from  lira  gentleman  from  South  Carolina,  (Mr. 
Thompson.)  in  relation  to  tbc  •'  morbid  sensibility" 
Imputed  to  bis  colleague  (Mr.  Wise)  upon  this  subject. 
Mr.  It  called  it  moral  courage  rather  than  morbid  sen- 
sitiveness. While  making  this  imputation,  the  genllc- 
i,i  m had  himself  shown  a sensibility  upon  another  sub- 

{' rat,  in  the  course  of  his  remarks,  which  lie  could  not 
ut  deem  as  morbid  in  the  extreme.  He  (Mr.  It ) avoxv- 
ed  liiiusellTobe  quite  uitablo  lodiscern  any  connexion  be- 
tween ibis  subject  and  that  of  uboliliun;  und  yet  no  mail 
in  tbc  nation  was  more  apt  Io  muff  in  lira  tainted  biceze 
any  breath  nf  that  kind.  He  could  noise.-  bow  bis  col- 
league's  wish  lo  throw  around  the  Indians  on  our  borders 
lira  protection  which  is  due  lo  lliein  from  us,  by  solemn 
treaties,  could  be  identified  with  abolitionism,  or  bow  it 
could  be  fairly  denounced  as  “morbid  sensibility"  on  hi* 
part,  it  xvas  a wish  and  a purpose  lo  be  expressed,  and 
to  be  pursued,  upon  Hint  floor.  He  xvisbed  to  be  under- 
stood; lie  should  vote  for  the  supplies  asked  for,  when 
necessary  for  defence;  but  he  xvas  unwilling  to  vote  to 
cany  on  this  xvar  ol  extermination.  If  the  lattercourse 
were  to  be  adopted,  the  inquiry  as  to  lira  best  mode  ol 
carrying  on  lira  war  xvould  be  peitinent— whether  it 
xvould  not  be  better  to  offer  a bounty  upon  scalps,  as  xvas 
done  in  some  sections  ot  the  country  in  regard  to 
wutves— between  xvliich  aniinols  ami  the  Indian  tribes, 
tire  gentleman  from  Maine  (Mr  Cilley)  had  drawn  so 
close  a parallel?  Mr.  R concluded  by  asking  of  tire 
Cliainnan  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  ond  Means  tho 
question  he  boil  propounded  upon  rising. 

' Mr.  Cambrcleng expressed  his  surpiise  that  hcahould 
be  ashed  for  the  estimates,  which  bad  already  been  print- 
ed and  were  probably  in  ihe  possession  of  every  mem- 
ber This  appioprialion,  if  obtained,  xvas  to  be  devi.t  d 
to  lire  army  actually  in  lira  field  al  present;  and  it  wo* 
onlv  a partial  bill  for  the  present  exigency,  the  general 
appropriation  bill  for  the  Army  not  yet  luvmg  been 

B Mr  °C.  replied  to  Mr.  Bell's  allusion  to  lira  tactics  of 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  or  Ways  and  Means  in 
the  House,  in  relation  to  using  gentlemen  of  the  Opprsi- 
tion  a-ainsl  each  other,  in  certain  casea,  msteod  ul  Cum- 
ing forward  himself.  He  was  nol  aware  of  any  such  in- 
fluence over  members  of  the  House  a*  bad  been  ascribed 
to  him.  His  offieci  aod  wish  were  lo  acl  lor  himself,  and 
to  act  under  Ihe  best  convictions  or  wlial  was  bis  duty. 
He  Imped  tbe  gentleman's  friends,  meantime,  xvould  be- 
have better,  and  be  more  amenable  to  ihe  reproofs  which 
the  gentleman  from  Tennessee  had  been  giving  them 

°l M r Thompson  here  interposed,  and  denied  that  he  fell 
reproved  by  these  remarks.  Whatever  else  ho  uiig.it 
have  done,  he  must  explicitly  deny  having  defended  the 

P°Mr  cUffireleiig  sildVhat  he  had  Iraard  that  gentle- 
..  j-fon.l  the  Administration,  however,  upon  more 
onP  „cca*i"n,  and  very  ably,  ton.  He  bad  net  an- 
,.J  •),:*  debate  at  this  time,  which  had  arisen  alto- 
oether  Iron)  Hie  gentleman  from  Virginia,  (Mr.  Wise.) 
anil  which  he  hoped  would  now  be  terminated  by  the 
committee's  rising  and  reporting  lira  bill  to  the  House, 
and  passing  it  at  once. 

Mr  Wise  said  he  " ok  a great  deal  of  pride  in  hearing 
that  lira  burden  of  originating  this  discuss)  jn  resled  upon 
fits  shoulders.  Ilis  friend  from  Tennessee,  (Mr.  Bell  ) 
and  others,  had  said,  “Let  us  wait  until  the  mam  bill 
comes  up,  and  then  let  ns  debate  the  Indian  policy  oi 
the  Administration.”  But  he  would  remind  these  gen- 
t ernen,  and  lira  whole  House,  that  these  large  appro- 
mixtions  are  alwaxs  demanded,  as  it  were,  in  extremis . 
Tliev  have  been  put  off  till  the  very  moment  when  the 
wrattesl  exigency  exi-ied,  and  then  they  are  urged  upon 
Is  as  needed  immediately,  and  without  any  discussion 
Vi.mination  And  even  now  there  is  no  sialemen. 
U-fo-e  this  House  asl"  the  manner  in  which  all  the  mil-
